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GENERAL EDITORIAL 

1. A S'ramana and his Literary Activity. 

- > Never -wearied is a S'ramana, especially a Jaina Teacher, in 
narrating tales embodying ethical ideals for the moral amelioration of 
the' individual, and through him of the society and humanity at large. 
He awakens the moral consciousness of the erring soul and then prescribes 
the ways of correct human behaviour not only for the 'spiritual emancipa- 
tion of the individual but also for the moral stabilization of the society. 
He has inherent faith in human goodness and works with eternal hope to 
correct the erring lot : it is a part of . his mission of life. What Aldous 
IJuxely has said is quite apt : 'Pragmatically human beings know pretty 
well what is good for them, and have developed myths and fairy tales, 
proverbs and popular philosophies, behaviour-patterns and moralities in 
order to illustrate and embody their findings about life' (Science, Liberty 
and Peace, p. 51). 

The major mass of the Indian population never possessed an 
intellectual type of religion, but pursued only crude forms of worship of 
the Ancestors, Mother Goddess or Family Deity eta, out of fe^r or for 
seeking favour. Different religious Teachers have been trying to win 
this mass for their following. Some deified the forces of nature and 
astral bodies, and the priest constantly appealed for their worship lest 
their wrath might cause them some harm. Some others created 
ajve, consequently worshipful attitude, by mesmeric elaboration of 
sacrificial rituals, often luxuriously and lavishly celebrated under 
princely patronage. But the S'ratnana had different ways of enkindling 
religious and moral consciousness in the society. He placed before the 
society ideal individuals who had attained spiritual emancipation and 
consequently became the counterparts of deified objects of worship : in 
fact, they are examples to be followed and their biographies are a source 
of inspiration, More than this he emphasised the moral law of Karman 
which automatically functions throughout the career of the soul through 
different births : one cannot escape the fruits of one's thoughts, words 
and acts. In fine, every one is what he has made himself and would 
become what he wants to shape himself into : the question of divine inter- 
vention either by way of favour or punishment is irrelevant. This 
philosophical position -required the S'ramana to preach to the society moral

2. Jaina Narrative Literature. 

The Jaina Teacher has immensely enriched Indian literatur< 
cially the narrative branches of it, in different languages like S: 
Prakrit, Apabhraifasra, post-Apabhrarhs-a verging on the borders 
Bajasthiini, Old-Hindi and Old-Gujarati, Tamil and Kannada, 
ArdharaS^hl canon gives a number of talea. The didaotio 
apparent iu all of them. These tales 'want to give lessons 
behaviour bath to monks and householders or to nuns and hous 
The pictures of tha pist and future and the horrors of transm: 
oireait wirii the believer to tread the path of piety jjeven U 
erred, there is a better future for hina ; and he should follow the i 
tiona of a teacher like Mahavira. Asceticism is a sovereign 
against all the ills of this and next life. The sins enumera- 
profwiom condemned give a fine glimpse of the ethical code that I 
has always insisted upon' (Bphat-KafehSkosa, Singhi J, Series, I 
19J3, Intro., p. 25). The Pairmaa are full of references to storiea 
pious perwns and ascetic heroes who suffered many a troubl 
they lad a religious life and attained spiritual emancipation 
are held before ua as eminent personalities who deserve to be reme 
on account of their religious piety, sinful acts and asoetio hero 
forbearance with their consequences here and elsewhere. The 
characters iu the 6 tory leaves a definite imprint on 
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readers. If the characters suffer on account of their sins, the reader is 
expected to abstain from similar acts ; and if they are happy as a result 
of their pious acts, the reader becomes a confirmed believer in those 
virtues. 

It has been possible to trace the subsequent growth of Jaina 
narrative literature from the earlier seeds in the canonical and post- 
canonical text?. Certain types with their broad traits can -be easily 
listed. First, there are the lives of 63 S'alaka-purusas, intermingled 
with cosmographical and dogmatic details, intervening stories and moral 
preachings whereby they are looked upon as eminent Puranas and held 
in great veneration. Secondly, there are the biographies of individual 
Tlrthankaras with their various births and their celebrated contemporaries. 
Thirdly, there are the religious tales presented in romantic and celestial 
settings. Fourthly, there are the semi-historical Prabandhas which 
give interesting details about holy persons and places. Lastly, we have 
the compilations of tales called Kathako*as on which Teachers and 
Preachers have always drawn to illustrate their moral lessons. 

In between the second and third types, we can put a large number 
of Jaina works, in prose and/or poetry, in various languages : some of 
them deal with the lives of individual religious heroes such as Varaftga, 
Jlvadhara, Yas'odhara, Nagakumara and S'ripala ; then there are edify- 
ing tales of pious householders and ladies who devoted themselves to 
the observance of certain vows and religious practices ; then there are 
short biographies of ascetic heroes well-known in early literature ; and 
lastly, there are tales of retribution illustrating the results of good and 
bad thoughts, words and acts here and elsewhere. Some characters are 
drawn from earlier literature, some from popular legends, and some 
even from imagination : the setting however given to all these is legen- 
dary, often with divine intervention. This category includes many 
Kathas, Akhyanas and Oaritas in Sanskrit, Prakrit and Apabhradtfa. 
It is an essential qualification of a Jaina monk that he should be able to 
narrate various stories. Naturally Jaina teachers gifted with poetic 
abilities, inspired by great models of classical Sanskrit and trained in 
the niceties of Sanskrit grammar, diction and poetics, began to compose 
the Caritas etc. in ornate prose and/or verse in Sanskrit, 

What holds good in general about the Jaina narrative tales is true 
about these ornate poems also. 'Pages after pages are devoted to the 
past and future lives ; and the vigilant and omnipotent law of Earman 
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"meticulously records their pious and impious deeds the consequences df 
which no one can escape. Whenever there is an opportunity, religious 
exhortations are introduced with dogmatic details and didactic discourses. 
The tendency of introducing stories-in-stories is so prevalent that a 
careful reader alone can keep in mind the different threads of the story. 
Illustrative tales are added here and there, being usually drawn from 
folk-tales and beast-fables ; and at all the contexts the author shows 
remarkable insight into the workings of human mind. The spirit of 
asceticism is writ large throughout the text ; and, almost as a rule, 
every hero retires from the world to attain better status in the next life.' 
(Brhat-Kathakosa, Intro., p. 39). 

3. Story of Jivandhara. 

Like "Sfasrodhara, whose biography is immortalised in Indian litera- 
ture by master-poets like Somadeva, Vadiraja, Puspadanta and Janna, 
Jivandhara has bacome an outstanding hero of a number of works which 
have evoked the interest and won the appreciation of earnest students 
of Indian literature. 

The outlines of Jivandhara's story, divested of its numerous details, 
may be put in a nut-shell like this, following Gunabb-idra's version. 

The king Satyandhara ruled at Eajapura. His queen was Yijaya 
whose dreams indicated that she was to lose the king soon and to have a* 
great son who would obtain eightfold gain. Subsequently the king lost 
his life and kingdom through the treachery of his minister Kasthangaraka, 

The pregnant queen however escaped in an eagle-shaped flying 
machine, guarded by the Yaksl, reached a terrific cemetery and gave birth 
at night to a lovely son. The Yaksi placed jewel-lamps around! the 
newly born child to protect it from evils and consoled the queen., how 
Karmas were all powerful, Just then there arrived a merchant Gandho- 
tkata who, according to a prophecy, was to have a; long-lived' son, provided! 
. he exposed his newly-born ehild who would die just afkr birth, fie 
heard the voice of the newly-born ckiH of Yij&ys, and exclaim^ 'Jiva, 
Jiva' whereby the boy came to be knofan as- Jlvariidhara. "Vijaya 
recognised Oandhdtkata and entrtfsrfcectthe dbild to' him. The merchant"' 
adopted the child as his own and entrusted it. to his frife' Nanda. 
Jivandhara being brought up there was educated by 
Yijaya reached a hermitage, of ascetics and-lived tfcere .s<$re% 
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in her courage by the attendant Yaksi. In the meanwhile the usurper 
Kastbaflgara despatched an army against robbers who had carried away 
the cattle. As this army was repulsed, Gopendra, the owner of the cattle, 
had it announced publicly that he would give the virtuous virgin Gbdavari 
'to him who should rescue the cows. Prince Jivandhara accomplished 
this heroic feat but had Godavari bestowed in marriage to Nandadhya, 
the son of his foster-mother. The prince Jivandhara, in course of his 
manifold adventures, marries a Vidyadhara princess Gandharvadatta 
by surpassing hero at the appointed Svayavara in the art of playing 
on the Vina or lute. Instigated by his wicked associates, fealaftgaraka, 
the son of Kasthaftgara, made an attempt to abduct Gandharvadatta ; 
but the prince angrily advanced against his army, and the matter was 
amicably settled by Gandharvadatta's father who made himself happy by 
marrying her to Jivandhara. ; 

By playing the r61e of a judicious arbitrator Jivandhara could prove, 
after scattering the powders, whereupon it is detected that the bees swarmi 
towards the more sweetly scented powder, that the fragrant powder 
bf Candrodaya of Suramailjari was superior to Suryoday a belonging to 
Gfunamala ; and thus the dispute was amicably settled. 'Then Jivatidhara 
skilfully tames a rutted elephant and thus captivated the heart of 
Suramafijari who was bestowed on him by her parents. The wicked 
king Kasthafigara, taking an imaginary offence by the heroic fealts of 
the merchant prince Jivandhara, instigated the chief of the watchmdti 
of the town against Jivandhara who easily inflicted a defeat on him 
within a short time. Euowing that Kasthafigara was behind all tie 
machinations, Jivandhara, with the aid of his Yaksa friend whom iri the 
earlier life of a dog he had obliged with religious instruction 4 , could- ptrt 
an end to this strife. He stayed for a while with his Yaksa friend tfifo 
gave him a splendid seal-ring which enabled its bearer to assure 6 any 
desired appearance and which accomplished all desired objects. 

Further, as predicted by ascetic Aditya,^ Jivandhara aided by the 
Yaksa< pronounced a spell and cured Padmottama of snake-bite consequent 
on which that virgin was given to him in marriage by her father along 
with" half of his kingdom. 
<r ' * .4 

Almost impelled by fate Jivandhara reached a Sahasrakuta temple 

of Jina surrouned by vernal beauty. While he was offering worship ta 
the Jina, there arrived Ksemasundarl who, as predicted earlier and indi- 
cated by the miracle of Campaka flowers etc., was bestowed on him in 
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marriage along with the parental gift of the bow and arrows. 

After some days, as already predicted in the contest of archers, 
Jivandhara dispatched an arrow in such a way that it turned round near 
the target and flew back as expected ; and as a consequence of this 
successful feat, princess Hemabha was bestowed on him in marriage along 
with the gift of great riches. He instructed his brothers-in-law in various 
arts there, while, under instructions from Gandharvadatta, his foster- 
brother Nandadhya visited him secretly by using the miraculous couch 
Smarataraftgijii. 

Princess S'ricandra, at the beginning of youth, chanced to observe 
in the courtyard of the palace a couple of pegions in intense love. She 
recollected her former birth and fell into a swoon. When she was brought 
back to consciousness, she confided to her friend what she recollected to the 
surprise of all. With a view to search her husband, her former births 
were painted on cloth and exhibited publicly ; and in due course she was 
bestowed on Nandadhya who also fainted at the sight of the painting. 
In the battle that followed with a tribal chief, Jivandhara came out 
morally victorious. In course of narration, the earlier births of Jivandhara 
are disclosed. In a fight against the robbers, he found his kith and kin 
among the opponents ; and they all formed a family group to their joy. 
Jivandhara was separated from his family for sixteen years, ' for, in one of 
his former births, he had separated the young one of a flamingo from its 
parents for sixteen months. Now in that hermitage he meets his mother 
whose joy knew no bounds. His friend Yaksa also joined him on that 
happy occasion* The mother spoke to the prince in secret as follows : 
'Kasthafigaraka has slain your father, the great king Satyandhara at 
Rajapura, and is ruling the kingdom. It does not become you who are 
high-minded to renounce your father's throne which is now occupied by 
your enemy.' He assured the mother that he was awaiting a favourable 
moment for the enterprise, And when this plan is carried out, he would 
send an army under Nandadhya to fetch her ; till then she should stay 
there. He made all arrangements for her comforts and reached Eajapura. 

By the power of the magic ring Jivandhara assumed the disguise 
of a Vaisfya and resided with a merchant at Eajapura. His presence, the 
merchant Sagaradatta thought, brought to him unheard of profit and 
bestowed his daughter Yimala on him, because she was prophesied by an 
astrologer to be destined to be his wife, : 
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During his stay at Rajapura, Jivandhara once entered King Kasthar 
ftgaraka's hall of audience in the disguise of a wandering ascetic. The 
king received him respectfully. In a pretended conversation he could eee 
that many important persons there had regard for Jivandhara. As 
expected by the gathering there, he wins with great skill and wisdom the 
heart of Gunatnals who recognised in him Jivandhara. Later he hits the 
Candraka target as result of which Batnavali, the daughter of king of

Viaeaa, marries him by putting a garland on his neck. But the knaves 
headed by Kasthaftgara attempted to abduct the virgin in the tumult of 
fight. The prudent Jivandhara was already in touch with and had won 
over the former vassals etc. (of his father Satyandhara) who joined him at 
the right moment; and he beheaded Kastaftgaraka by his discus. He 
celebrated his wedding with Batnavali in a suitable manner and crowned 
0andharvadatta as his chief queen. Unitsd with his mother, wives etc. 
who had been fetched by Nandadhya, Jivandhara attained universal 
sovereignty and ruled full of power, subduing his enemies, easily protecting 
all his subjects according to rule and playfully enjoying desirable pleasures, 
the fruits of his good deeds. 

Once, while taking a walk in the park, Jivandhara approached the 
ascetic Yaradliarma, listened to his instructions, accepted the command- 
merits and became pure in faith. The sight of mookeys angrily fighting 
on an Asroka tree created a disgust in him for the world. He learnt his 
former births from Prasastavaftka, a divine Carapa ; and his spiritual 
purity went on increasing. He bestowed his kingdom on prince 
Vasuifadhara, the son of Gandharvadatta. He waited upon Lord 
Mahavira and. adopted renunciation along with Nandadhya and others. 
His mother and his queens accepted self-control in the presence of the 
nun Candanarya. Jivandhara is a S'ruta-kevalin who attains liberation 
in due course. (For other summaries see E. Hultzsoh : Indian Antiquary

4. Jivandhara as a Literary Hero. 

The story of Jivandhara is not without charms of its own, apart 
from the fact that it is used to illustrate the working of Karman and to 
instruct a number of other principles of Jainism. It is but natural, 
therefore that so many Jaina authors have chosen this theme for their 
literary compositions. Those that we could list with limited library 
facilities at our disposal are noted below,

C' 1) Jivandhara-carita (JO): Jinasena, the pupil of l Yirasena, 
completed the latter's Jayadhavala oommentary in 837 A. D., but left his 
own Mahapurana (divided into two parts, AdipurSna and Uttarapurana) 
incomplete, possibly due to premature death, His pupil Gunabhaflra withi 
much hesitation and after waiting for some time but as a sacred cluty 
to his. teaoher completed it, and it was consequently consecrated . by' 
Lokasena, a pupil of Gunabhadra on 23rd June A. D. 897 in the ..reign; 
of the Eashtrakuta king (Krishna II) Akaiavarsa. It is in the 75th, 
Parvan, verses 18J-691, of the Mahapurapa that Gunabhadra narrates 
the story of Jlvandhara. In the concluding three verses (689-91) he 
gives the table of contents as it were of the story of which the moral 
lesson. is conveyed in the central verse in this manner : 'As through 
ingnorance Jiyandhara had mercilessly separated a young swan from its 
parents for sixteen days, so he suffered separation from his own relatives 
for sixteen years. Do not commit this sin, ye, pious one. 5 (For Mss. 
etc. see Velankar ; Jinaratna-Kosa (JK), Poona 1944, pp. 304, 29, 42 ; 
and for Yirasena, Jinasena and Gunabhadra see Preini : Jaina Sahitya

2) Jivaihdhara-oariii : Corresponding to the above, Puspadanta 
has included the story of Jlvandhara in his Apabhrarfi*a Mahapurgria, 
in Sarfidhi 99, which he completed in A. D. 965 during the reign of 
Krishna III of the Rashtrakuta dynasty (See the Intro, by P. L. Vaidya 
to 'his ed. of the Mahapurana, Bombay 1937-41; also Premi ; JSJ, 
pp. 225 ff.). ' - 

3) Gadya-Ointamani (GO) : It gives the story of Jlvandhara in 
ornate Sanskrit prose prefixed with 15 introductory verses, interspersed 
with a very few of them here and there, and concluded with four lines 
mentioning tie author's name. The work is divided into 11 Lambas, 
and the colophon of each Larnba, which has a significant n^me, calls the 
test by the name GO and mentions the name of the author as Yadibha- 
siifahasuri. The two concluding verses are in the Anustubh metre, but 
it is obvious that they are practically identical in qq^xtents aoid possibly 
gut together from two different Mss. They bring out oiae point; promi- 
nefttly fcha-fc Ocieyadeva was the name of ttxe author and Ystdibhasiihhsv 
pos^bly his title. . In the opening verses the author refers to Sa,man1jar 
bfyftcUa and feqaeppibers with respect Puspasena through who^e gr^qq he 
became an eminent monk Yadibh^ij*^ ^^fr' ^T a ftteK*^ 
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a holy Purs^a (this may not be a reference necessarily to the Uttara- 
pur ^ a of Guj ?abhadr a ) according to him and is already narrated in the 
wo* by great teachers ; and the same he is composing here in prose 
(For Mas. see JK, p. 103). 

4) Ksattra-CQdamaDi (KG): This poem deals with the life of 
Jivandhara in 11 Lambas, each of significant name, and throughout com- 
posed in Anustubh verses the total of which comes to 747. The 
colophons mention the name of the author as Vadibhasidihasari (For MSB. 
see JK, p. 97). 

5) Jivandhara-Campu or Campu-Jlvaudhara (CJ) : It is composed 
in ornate prose and verse mixed, i. e., in the Campu style, in 11 Lambas, 
each with a significant title. In the colophons the work is called Campu- 
Jivandhara, and the name of the author is Haricandra who styles himself 
as Mahakavi (For Mss. see JK, p. 141). 

6) Jivandhara-oaritra : Jt is in Sanskrit, and its author is Subhar 
candra who mentions it in his Pandavapurana completed by him in 
Sarfavat 1608. The pras-asti of a Ms. at Atnera indicates that the work 
is divided into 13 Lambas ; and it was completed in Saihvat 1603 (See 
Pras-asti-sarfagraha r p. 14, S'rl-Mahavira-Granthamala, 2, Jaipur 1950, 
also JK, p. 141, where Sucandra is obviously a misprint for Subhaoandra). 

7) Jivaka-Cintamani (JOi) : It is one of the five Mahakavyas in 
Tamil, is divided into 13 llambagas and contains 3145 (2700 ?) stanzas. 
Its author is Tiruttakkadevar, and there is a fine Tamil commentary on 
it by Naccinarkiniyar.

8) Jlvandhara-carita : This is possibly in Apabhrarfisa. Its author 
is RaidhG who composed it some time before A JX 1439. It is divided into 
13 Barfidhis; but as the contents are not properly studied as yet, it is 
difficult to say whether it contains the same story as that of the works 
mentioned above (See JK, p. 141 ; Anekanta XI, 9, pp 324, 328). 

9) J5vandhara-carite : It is in Kannada, in 1000 verses of the 
Bhamini-satpadi metre, and divided into. 18 cantos. The author is 
Bhaskara, the son of Basava, a Jaina-Brahmana of the Visvamitra Gotra. 
Bhaskara completed it at Penugonde, in Seika 1345, Krodhi, in the 
month of Phaigaoa, which corresponds to A. D. 1424; and he mentions 
that he is indebted to the Jivandhara-carita of Vadibhasirhha (Vadi-mada- 
gajasirfiha of 'the text L34), possibly the KG (For Mas. see JK, p.. 141),

10) Jivandhara-samgatya : It is in Kannada, in the SaAgatya 
metre, in 20 cantos and in 1449 verses. The author is Terakanambi 
Bommarasa^hesonof Bommarasopadhyaya and grandson of Yadibha- 
sirfihaNemieanararyawhohadwon victory in dispute in the assembly 
of Praudharaya (A. D. 141946) ; and he completed this work in c. 1485, 
his other poem being Sanatkumara-oarita (See Karnataka-kavicante, 
I, p. 131). 

11) Jivandhara-satpadi : In an incomplete Ms. available, thia 
Kannada poem in the Bhaminl-satpadi metre stops at verse 118 in the 
10th canto. The name of the author is Kotlsvara, and he flourished 
about A. D. 1500. His father Tammana was a Senapati of Bayidur in 
the Tula country ; and he was the son-in-law of Kamanasetti of Sariiglta- 
pura (present HaduvalH) in the area round about Mangalore (See Karna- 
taka-kavicarite I, p. 146). 

12) Jivandhara-caritre : It is composed in Kannada in the Sarfigatya 
metre by a poet called Brahmakavi, perhaps the same as Brahmayya (See 
JK, p. 141 ; Karnataka-kavicarite IH, p. 423, Bangalore 1929). 

One more work, Jlvandharanataka, said to have been composed by 
Haricandra was reported long back ; so far no Ms. of it has come to light ; 
and even tb.3 existence of it is doubted. (I A, XXXYI, p. 285). 

The story of Jivandhara was not only well-known but some of the 
episodes connected with it were being also freely used in literature. 
Yadiraja was the Guru of the Western Ohalukya king Jayasiriiha II 
Jagadekamalla. He completed his Parsvanatha-oaritam in S'aka 947 
(==A. D. 1025). In his Eklbhavastotra he has specifically in view the 
story of Jivaka or Jivandhara when he speaks like this : 



The episode is well-known and can . be traoed in all the versions of the 
stpry (For Vadiraja and his works see Premi : JSI, pp. 291 if.). 

Among the later Works about Jivandhara, we may note that Brahma 
, composed in Gujarat* the Jivandhara B&sa in the" 15th century,

and partly following it Jinasagara wrote the Jlvandhara-purana in Marathi 
by the middle of the 18th century A. D. 

Thus the Jaina authors have used the story of Jivandhava, out of 
their religious zeal, as a theme for their literary compositions for more 
than one thousand years in different parts of India and in different 
languages- In modern times this topic was introduced into the structure 
of Indological Studies by Swaminath Aiyar who published the Tamil text 
JGi along with the Tamil commentary of Nacoinarkiniyar in 1887. An 
edition of it a s the B. A. text was issued in 1900 or so. It was hailed as 
one of the five Mahakavyas of Tamil and looked upon undoubtedly as 
*lho greatest existing Tamil literary monument'. 'In grandeur of 
conception, in elegance of literary diction and in beauty of description of 
nature it remains unrivalled in Tamil literature. For the later Tamil 
authors it has been not only a model to follow but an ideal to aspire to/ 
(See A. Chakravarti : Jaina Literature in Tamil, Arrah 1941, pp. 31 ff., 
which gives a detailed analysis of JCi in English ; also Jain Antiquary, 
xxi, I ; for a summary of JOi and Nariviruttam, see also Ayyangar and 
Rao s Studies in South Indian Jainism, Madras 1922, pp. 94-101). For 
some time its age and originality were a problem: its great editor, however, 
observed, as early as 1899, that it is not an original work but is greatly 
indebted to tb.e Sanskrit GO. 

Then T, S* Knppuswami Sastri and S. Subrahmanya Sastri brought 
out an edition of GO in 1902 (Sarasvativilasa Series (SvS) No. I ; was 
there a 2nd ed. in 1916 ?). The editors tell us that they accepted the 
bent reading available and never gave an imaginary one. The text is 
obviously aufclaentic, though the various readings are not noted. It was 
welcomed as being edited and printed in the most scholarly manner. 
E, Hnltesoh recommended it for adoption as a Text book for University 
examination. In fact, it appears to have been prescribed as a Text book 
in Sanskrit for the B. A. degree examiuation of the University of Madras 
for the year 1905. Critical and explanatory notes on it were reported to 
have been in preparation, but it is not known whether they were published 
or not* In the Sanskrit Introduction it is shown that GO has common 
ideas and expressions with C J of Haricandra and with the Kadambari of 
Bana. The editors have complimented the literary qualities of Yadlbha- 
sitbha, the author, in the following words : 
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The editors modestly put the date of GO subsequent to AJX 650, i.e., 
after Bana. This edition was reviewed by B. Hultzsch in IA, XXXII, 
p. 240. 

In 1903 T. S. Kuppuswami Sastri brought out the first edition of 
KG ; a* noted by Hultzsch, however, some opening portion of it was 
published from Baagalore in a magazine. It has been all along presumed 
ttiat the author Yadibhasifcha is the same as the author of G',\ In the 
Introduction it is pointed out how KG and GO have common ideas 
and that the story of GC and'JCi is based on Gupabhadra's PurSna. 
Vadibhasirfiha is "assigned to lOth-llth century A.D., some time after 
(3-u.nabhadra (1st half of the 10th century A.D.) who had a pupil in 
Mandalapurusa, the author of the Tamil lexicon Cudamani. The editor 
assigns JCi to an age between 9th and 12th century A.D., i.e., later 
than Gunabhadra and earlier than S'ekkilar (contemporary of Kuloitunga 
Cliola 1070-1118 A.D.) who refers to it in his Periyapuiana. And further 
he assign ^accbarkiniyar to c, 1400 A.D., because he quotes from 
Klapardi, the father of the famous Sanskrit commentator Mallinatha. 
With, remarkable insight he pointed the indebtedness of KG and GO to 
earlier works like the Baghuvarfas'a and Kadambarl of Kalidasa and Bana 
respectively. On the style of KG he observes thus : 



Tixe most important feature of this edition is that in the foot-notes, 

besides some explanatory notes, the learned editor has quoted parallels 

from Sanskrit and Tamil works like G-C, OJ, JCi, Eaghuvaihs-a, Panca- 

tantra, Kumarasariibhava, Kadambarl, Uttarapurana, Satakas of Bhartr- 

Kari, Meghaduba, Sakuntala etc. This edition thus brought out the 

fact that Yadlbhasirfiha inherited the spirit of Sanskrit scholarship in 

its wider meaning and that all the Sanskrit works dealing with the life 

of J5vandhara required a comparative study from the textual. and chrono- 

logical points of view. Hultzsch reviewed this edition in IA, XXXV, 

p^ 96, and it was suitably welcomed by Schmidt, Herfcel and others. 

In the year 1905, T. S, Kuppuswami Sastri brought out an edition 
OJ of Haricandra in SvS No. iy. (it apj?ear? to 
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in Kavyainbudbi, 1893-6, as noted by Schubring in his Die Lehre der 
Jaina* 1 A>5). I n certain places, see pp. 147-50, the editor has pointed 
out that this text has common ideas and expressions with the Dharma- 
ararmabhyudaya of Haricandra. Like the earlier editions, Hultzsoh 
reviewed this as well (I A, XXX V^ p. 268) ; and he welcomed it as an 
important contribution to Sanskrit literature. He indicated that this 
Jlarioamlra lived after A. D. 900, and that he is distinct from one 
Bhanjira Harioandra mentioned by Bana in his Harsacarita. It is 
diflfcnlt to identify him with the physician Haricandra who resided in 
tho court of king Sahasanka, but he felt inclined to identify the author 
of tho Campu with the composer of the poem Dharmas-armabhyudaya. 
Both tho authors called themselves Mahakavi and were members of the 
Juina suet ; and their works showed some common passages. 

One feels great regard for the steady and persistent efforts of 
T. S. Knypuswami Sastri ; and as an indefatigable Sanskrit scholar, it 
>VJIH but natural for him to bring out an edition of JC (SvS No. II, 
TiuijoroJUQT) extracted from the Mahapurana of Jinasena-Gunabhadra 
which by that time he had realised was the earliest available source for 
tho Jivaihdbara tale. He is aware, however, that though Gunabhadra is 
the mrlk-Ht known source, the subsequent works do show variations m 
(Mail*, poHsibly with some other and additional sources in view. In the 
fout-uotes the editor has given some parallels from CJ. 

In the same year T.S.K. Sastri discussed the age of JOi and reached 
that Tiruttakka Devar composed it during the period

Journal oi tb.e JylJ ' t on the grammar Tirasohyam of his teacher 
(contemporary oi the Oh* k* ^ Bajento who 
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to the throne in A. D. 1062-3) refers to the Nariviruttam of Tiruttakka 
I>evar. That means Tiruttakka Devar lived before the 2nd half of the 
llth century A, D- T. A, Gopinatha Bao has, however, suggested that 
JCi is the earliest known tale of Jivandhara, that Tirnttakka was also 
a title and that the Tamil work is tc^be assigned to the latter half of the 
9fch century A. D. about the reign of Satyavakya-Kongunivarma Perma- 
nadi Rsjauialla (A. D. 870-71). The latest view on the date (S.V- Pillai : 
Hist, of Tamil Lang, and Lib,, Madras 19-36, p. 160) is that Tiruttakka 
3Devar probably lived in the first half of the 10th century A. D. during 
tHe reign of Satyavakya Kongunivarma Bhutagapperumanadigal 
<A. D. 903-950). 

Very lately (1952), a compilation of appreciative essays (in Tamil, 

pp. 256) by well known Tamil scholars on the Jlvaka-cintamani is 

published by The Kaiicheepuram Jain Tamil Ilakkiya Manram. Most 

of the essays bear out G. U, Pope's famous remarks on this poem : 'The 

great romantic epic which is at once the Iliad and Odyssey of the Tamil 

language, is one of the great epics of the world.' The difference of opinion 

about its date still continues. "One of the contributors in this book 

points out that one of the Thevaram singers was acquainted with CintS- 

mani and quotes from it. Hence its date must be about 5th century A. D. 

when, the Madura Sangam was in existence." 

It ia obvious from his critical reviews of Kuppuswami's editions 
iifaat right from the beginning B. Hultzsch was interested in the story of 
Jivandhara and the literature that has grown round about it, He reviewed 
tbe position of these studies from time to time 5 and it was he who gave 
us an English translation of the earliest known redaction of the story of 
Jivandhara, namely, the one furnished by Gunabhadra in his Uttara- 
pnrapa, and left a detailed examination of the later versions to future 
researches (QJMS, XII, 4, Bangalore 1922). 

In the light of the earlier researches, recounted in brief above, 
3?rofessor K. K. Handiqui has kindly contributed to this volume his 
learned Foreword which enables the reader to assess the Jlvandhara-Oampu 
as a CampS KSvya in the perspective of Sanskrit literature as a whole. 

5. Some Probkms pertaining to Jivandhara Story. 

There are, however, still a few problems connected with the Jlvan- 
story and literature bearing on it which need solution and further 
n in the light of fresh evidence. 
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The common authorship of GO and KG is a presumption based on 
the slender fact that the author of both the works is styled Vadlbhasiifaha. 
But it has to be noted that in KG neither the name Odeyadeva nor the 
name of the teacher Puspasena is mentioned. Common ideas and expres- 
sion prove indebtedness of one to the other but not necessarily the 
common authorship. The same name is borne by many Jaina authors ; 
so one has to bo very cautious in establishing identity based merely on 
the common title or name. One Vadisirfaha is mentioned by Jinasena in 
his Adipurapa (L 54) and by Vadiraja (A. D. 1025) in his Pars'vanathaca- 
rita (I, 21)* A yet no sufficient proof has been brought forth to enable 
UB to take VruliHidiha and Vadlbhasiifaha as identical, though a view like 
this is held by some (Nyayakumudacandra, Bombay 1938, Intro, 
p. 111 ff.) Litfcely a work Syadvadasiddhi has come to light, and the 
name of its author is Yadlbhasiihha (See Anekanta IX, 8, pp. 291 ff.; also 
its utl in tlio MSitjikohandra Dig. J. Granthamala, 44, Bombay 1950 ; 
also Premi : JSI, pp. 321 fi.). Yadlbhasiihha is after all a title, and with 
K0mc y latur on, oven a name. It is borne by Ajitasena (c. 1087 A J)., see 
Kpigraphia Camatica (EC), Y1II, Nagar No. 40, part ii, also No, 3f>7 ; 
also EC, II, (57 64 J) and also by S'rlpala (o. 1137 A. D.. EC, V. Belur 
No. 17)* in faofc T. A, Gropinatha Rao suggested and Pt. K Bhujabali 
Bhastri ha developed the theory that Vadibhasiihha is the same as 
Ajit'iHCim who is mentioned in a number of epigraphs and who was a 
contemporary of one Puspasena (The Yasodharacarita, Tanjore 1912, 
Intro, p. 4 ; Jaina Siddhanta Bhaskara VI, 2, pp. 78 ff., Til pp. 1 ff. ; 
also Preiui , 1S! f pp. 320 fi.). But from the available records it is not 
BhiM't! that Ajitasona had a name Odeyadeva and that Puspasena was his 
ttiiusbei* S f rui;isuj?ara's statement that Vadiraja and Vadlbhasirhba were 
the pupik of Hoinadeva is not confirmed by any other contemporary 
source ; and it uaunot be forgotten that S'rutasagara comes very late, long 
after all theae authors, 

S'rivijaya had a name Odeyadeva (EC, Y1II, Nagar No. 40, part i) 
but tba available facts hardly allow us to take him as identical with 
Odeyadeva alias Yadlbhasixhha, the author of GO (B. Hultzsch : ZDMG-, 
6S 9 pp. 095-700). A. Venkatasubbiah (JBBRAS, III 1-2, pp. 156-60, 
for 19-iS) while contradicting the above opinion of E, Hultzsch, holds 
the view* that S'rivijaya Odeyadeva of the inscriptions is the same as 
Q4eyadova ViHlbbasirfM author of the GC, that he had a predecessor 
m'puapaseua in some succession lists given in inscriptions, and that one 

not be vary wrong in believing that GO and, KG were written in o. 
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1027 A. D. He has not, however, specifically pointed out, as far as I see, 
to any inscription in which Sfrivijaya Odeyadeva Yadibhasiihha (all the 
three together) is. referred to as claimed or mentioned by him in his paper. 
As long as the title Vadibhasiihha is not associated, with S'rlvijaya Odeya- 
deva, the question of identification remains open. 

If there is a reference by Slesa to a ruler Bajaraja in the concluding 
verse of KG, then the author of it might be a contemporary of the Ghola 
monarch Rajarajadeva I (A. D. 935) ; or some put him as a contemporary 
of a second Eajaraja (A. D. 1146). 

The title Jlvaka-Cintamani has a regular significance ; and the 
name Gadya-Cintatnam c.m be understood clearly only by presupposing 
Jlvaka-Cintamani. The Tamil JCi is in verse, and the term Cintamani is 
appropriate in its title in apposition to the^ proper name Jlvaka. Outside 
the Tamil area the Tamil test was known possibly by the name Cinta- 
mani only, and thereby its author also came to be famous as Ointamani 
(BO, III, Narasipur No. 103). In the Tamil area, it seems to have been 
read in every house as it covered the fourfold topic of Dharrna, Artha, 
Kama and Moksa (BO, II, 67 (54) ). The Periyapurana came to be 
composed, because the S'a.ivas used to read the Cihtamani 'of the rough, 
false and thievish Jainas'. That only shows that the Cintamani had 
become popular even outside the Jaina circles (The Yasrodhara-carita, 
Tanjore 1912, Intro, pp. 2-3).' The Tamil text is more exhaustive, and 
it "is not surprising that 0$eyadeva thought of giving a Sanskrit adapta- 
tion of it in ornate style following the models of Subandhu and Bana. It 
is not unlikely that this is hinted by s'lesa in the concluding verse : loke 
Cintamanir ivdparab : and that the Sanskrit (Gadya-) Cintamani was 
fy possibly patronised by some king, 



So far, among the available texts Gunabhadra's JO is taken to be 
the oldest, and by an objective textual test Professor Z. K. Handi<jui puts 
JG3 after GC and KG. Similar study has to be carried on with regard to 
.relative chronology of JGi, GG and KG with special reference to 
text, individually and among themselves. A full translation 
of Gunabhadra's text is available both in English and Hindi (also iu 
Marathl and Kannada) ; and it is to be earnestly hoped that some Tamil 
scholar will give us an authentic rendering ol the Jlvaka-Qmtamani either 
in .English or in Hindi to facilitate further researches on the subject, 
35Fe learn from oujr. friend Shtri T. B. Sripal, Madras, that the G^ohoslop 
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vakian Tamil research scholar Dr. Kamil Zvelebil is working on JOi ; and 
the results of his researches are eagerly awaited. 

The authors of the Dharmasarmabhyudaya (DS) and Jlvandhara- 
Campu have the same name, Harioandra ; both are Mahakavis ; and both 
the \vorks show striking common expressions and ideas. But it is rather 
conspicuous that nothing of the biographical details given in DS is found 
in tho other text. Pt. Premi keeps the common authorship an open 
question. The 13 S is undoubtedly an eminent Kavya ; and its author is 
steeped in the study of Magha. Jacobi has further shown (Vienna 0, J>, 
ill for 1889) thsvb some verses from DS have close resemblance with the 
gSth&* from tho Oalidavaho of Vakpati (who it may incidentally be noted 
refers to one !Li*ricandra, gatha 800). Besides, the Neminirvana of Yag- 
bhala and Candraprabha-carita of Vlranandi have parallels with the .DS 
(Hoe Premi : JSI, pp. 303 f.). All this means that DS should be studied 
iu tfofcaite in tho back-ground of Sanskrit Kavya. 

it in wull known that strings of names (namavali) and skeletons of 
Htorion were current in the circles of Jaina monks who further enriched 
them with details from their wider studies and elaborately narrated them 
for the occasion* It is seen how the Samaraiccakaha grew into a grand 
Ciiitjpn in thu }v*nds of an encyclopaedic genius like Haribhadra, just from 
a string of names. Many of the tales included in the Mahapurana of 
Jinasena-GuyabbLadra must have grown like this. So far we know only a 
Jaw source* used by them ; but possibly their main source, namely, the 
work Vagartha*3aingraha (?) of Kaviparamesmra (of which only a few 
quotation* only are traced, see Proc. and Traus. of the A.-I.O.O., XIII, 
pp. 1 13-1, Najjpar 1946) has not come to light as yet. Under the circum- 
HtaUiOtttf we haves before us only two well dated tales of Jlvandhara, the one, 
the earlioHt known, given by Gunabhadra (A. D. 897) and the other given 
Pu*patlanta in Ms Apabhram*a Mahapurana (A, D. 965) t with these 
chronological landniarks the growth of the story has to be traced in 
different dirocfcicms. One of the concluding verses of Gunabhadra perhaps 
Indicates that be bad the skeleton of the story before him. 

It is nofc unlikely that Gunabhadra had some sources, other than 
in Prakrit or in Dravidian languages before him .

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which is a hybrid Saaskrtisation : the correot name to be expected would' 
be either Prasurta-vaktra or Prauasta-vakya. Such are the casual clues .to 
pursue the problem of the earlier sources of Ghiriabhadra for the tale of 
Jlvandhara. 

The pattern of the story of Jlvandhara immediately reminds us of 
the Brhatkatha of Gunadhya. The Pais-acl original is lost (Annals of the 
B.O.B.I.. XXI, 1-2, pp. 1-37, Poona 1940). But we possess today three 
Sanskrit adaptations of it : Brhatkathas'lokasa*graha of Budhasvamin 
(c. 8th century A. .\ Brhatkathamanjarl of Ksemendra (c. 1000 A, D.) 
Brhatkathasavitsagaia of Somadeva (c. 1061-81 A. D.). It is doubtful 
whether BadhasvJlmin's text had reached the South in the- 9th 
century A. D. But it is a fact that Jinasena. knew the Brhatkatha of 
Guiaudhya in its original, and he specifically refers to it with ingenious 
in quite complimentary terms (I. 115) : 



It i. quite natural that Gunabhadra might have used it or some other 
work of that pattern, viz., the Vasadevahiifadl which seems to have been 
known to some Tamil authors also (See Hist, of Tamil Lan* and 
Lit.,p 139).

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These studies cannot be pursued easily in the absence of critical 
or authentic editions of the texts accompanied by detailed analysis or 
translation either in English or Hindi which alone will bring their 
contents within the easy reach of all. 

The editions of the Sanskrit texts dealing with the story of 
Jlvandhara brought out by T. S. Kuppuswami Sastri have proved land- 
marks in Sanskrit literature, and some of them were prescribed even 
for tho University examinations. But it is to be regretted that no 
Bubsequent editions of GO and CJ by using additional Mss. material 
wore brought out during the last fifty years ; and the copies of the nrst 
.dition arc no more available. The K.C was reprinted more than once; 
primarily for the attraction of Jivandhara's story and of numerou , 
IrtlMtaravyxsas pregnant with great worldly wisdom with which th 
text is replete ; but none of the subsequent editions equals the excellent 
edition oi Kuppuawami Sastri.

FOREWORD 

. 's Jlvandhara-campu was first edited by T. S , Kuppuswami 

Sastri of Taujore in 1905. The present edition with a simple commen- 
tary by the editor is a welcome addition to the Murtidevl Jaina Grantha- 
mala Series published by Bharatiya Jnanapltha, BanaMs. The book 
deals with the story of Jlvandhara and his romantic adventures, which 
has both the features of a folktale and a religious romance, and is 
intended to serve also as a medium of preaching the doctrines of Jainism. 

The outline of the story of Jlvandhara first appears, as far as we 
know, in G-unabhadrk's Uttarapurana (75-183 fit.) composed in 897 A. R 
It is, however, VadlbhasiAha who appears fco have given a systematic 
form to the story in his Gadyaointamani and Ksatraoudamani both of 
which have the same theme, the adventures of Jlvandhara and his 
attainment of sainthood after the joys and sorrows of wordly life. The 
latter work is a shorter version of the story with a strong moralising 
tendency written in easy verse in the Anustup metre, and perhaps 
meant for the edification of the ordinary layman. The Gadya-cintama^i, 
on the other hand, is an elaborate prose romance written in Kavya 
style in the manner of Subandhu and Bana, and represents the longer 
version of the story in all its details. It is the work of a talented writer, 
a worthy pupil of Somadeva Suri, the author of Yasastilakacampu, If the 
Tamil Jlvakacintamani is based on Vadlbhasirhha's version of the story 
of Jlvandhara, as suggested by T.'S. Kuppuswami Sastri in the Introduction 
to his edition of KsatracQdamani (Tanjore, 1903) it would be a further 
proof of the Sanskrit poet's popularity and influence on later writers. 

Haricandra's Jivandharacampu is a summary of the story of 
Jlvandhara as related by Vadlbhasifiha in his two works mentioned 
above. Without the latter it would not be very easy to follow the story 
in all its details in Haricandra's narrative. His work is, however, not 
without interest, being written in mixed prose and verse ; he appears 
to be the second Jaina Sanskrit writer to compose a Campu, though he 
does not rise to the heights of his great predecessor in the field. Lijje 
YsdlbhaQiriiha,, he gives long descriptions in his work, but he often does 
so by curtailing the jnarrative. His love for descriptions is seen at its 
Best in the elaborate account of the war between ^Kagthaflgara and Jlyapr 



dhara in Jlvandharacampu (Book X,) which goes far beyond its counter- 
part in Vadtbhasi*ha's Lxadyacintamani (Book X). 

Haricandra, the author of Jlvandharacampu, appears to be the same 
as Haricandra who wrote the Dharmasrarmabhyudaya Kavya in twenty 
Cantos. Kuppuswami Sastri, in his edition of JlvandharacampS, points 
out a number of striking verbal resemblances between the two works. 3?or 
example, Jlvandharacampu XI. 43 :

It has been pointed out by scholar a that Hario^ndra ahow& Magha's

Haricandra is thus one of the earliest poets to be influenced by 
fifrlharsa's famous poem. 

The date of Haricandra is not precisely known. He must be 
considerably later than Vadlbhasiriiha whose literary activity belongs to 
the early years of the eleventh century A.D. A further clue is furnished 
by a dated Ms- of Haricandra's Dharmasrarrnabhyudaya preserved in the 
Saflghavl Pada Bha^dara at Pattan, which was copied in Samvat 1287 
(-56=1231 A.D.), as mentioned in A Descriptive Catalogue of Manu* 
scripts in the Jain Bhandars at Pattan, Vol. 1, p, 32, Baroda 1937, From 
this it would be reasonable to suppose that the composition of Haricandra's 
poem could not have been later than, say, 1175 A.D. We shall not 
therefore be far wrong if we say that Haricandra flourished sometime 
between 1075 A.D. and 1175 A,D. Unfortunately Haricandra's acquain- 
tance with S'riharsa's Naisadhiyacarita does not help us to determine his 
date more precisely, as it is not certain whether that work belongs to the 
eleventh or twelfth century, a point which we hope to discuss elsewhere.
